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THE SPENDING CRISIS 


Quite a number of people 
seem puzzled over the current 
gold crisis, and over Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Ander- 
son’s recent unsuccessful 
tour of European capitals. 
Actually, this crisis did not 
arise suddenly. It has been 
building up for a long time. 
The simple truth is that the 
foreign-handout chickens are 
coming home to roost. 

For 15 years the United 
States - which means the 
American taxpayer — has been 
playing a combined role of 
Santa Claus and Big Policeman 


to the world. Meantime, cer- 
tain foreign nations have 
pulled themselves up, often 
with our help, from the post- 
war doldrums. They now com- 
pete with us for world trade. 
We have always had such 
competition, but our wild 
handouts of the last 15 years 
helped bring about inflation 
here at home. The result was 
a constant hike in the cost 
of everything we produce, so 
we could not always meet this 
foreign competition. We began 
to sell less abroad than we 
bought. Because international 








bills are settled in gold, we 
started to lose our gold. But 
we went right on making the 
foreign handouts. 

Now to any sane-minded 
American the solution to this 
problem must seem simple. Cut 
out the foreign giveaways 
which cause all the trouble. 
Say to foreign nations that 
if they won’t help pay for 
their own protection, we’ ll 
withdraw our troops. That’s 
pretty much the warning which 
Secretary Anderson issued. 
But that still leaves the 
other foreign handouts. And 
our government, as usual, ap- 
proached the problem back- 
wards. Instead of cutting out 
or reducing the giveaways, it 
is trying to get other na- 
tions, notably prosperous 
West Germany, to take over 
part of the burden.

It was 
supposed to make a thorough 
study of what the future holds 
for America — what we should 
and should not do to bring 
about a continued and, we 
assume, a sane progress in 
the next ten years or so. The 
commission was made up of 
several college presidents 
and ex-presidents, an editor 
or two, a retired military 


man, a labor representative, 
and two or three businessmen. 
It was financed by the Ford, 
Rockefeller and other founda- 
tions. And it has just come 
up, amid much fanfare, with a 
report. Who actually wrote 
the report we do not know. 
There were one or two dissents 
on certain portions, but the 
rest of the group evidently 
backed it whole hog. It got 
front-page coverage in the 
New York Times and there is a 
big publicity drive behind it 
— TV and radio shows, com- 
mercials, magazine spreads, 
and a forthcoming book. 

What’s it all about? As we 
said, the Commission on Na- 
tional Goals was named by 
President Eisenhower. But the 
Wall Street Journal reported 
that a man who worked closely 
with it said that ‘it embraces 
about 80 percent of the Ken- 
nedy program’ — which means 
it will come in very handy 
for some of the leftist-‘li- 
beral’ notions flying around 
the Kennedy camp. Perhaps 
this explains the big public- 
ity drive being put behind 
it. In any case, it reads 
like an old socialist, or New 
Deal, or British-Socialist- 
Labor-Party blueprint for the 
United States of America.

“Narcotics experts estimate the gross ‘take’ of the Peiping 
treasury at more than one billion dollars a year - more, for 
example, than Brazil gets for all her coffee exports. 

“Membership in the UN would give the communist dope pedd|l- 
ers lawful and open access, through routine trade missions, 
to every major city in the USA, Latin America, and Western 
Europe. At present, all her’ retail dope outlets are maintain- 
ed through illicit underground connections, at extremely 
heavy cost to the narcotics trust in Peiping. 

“Harry J. Anslinger, chief of the Narcotics Bureau, U.S. 
Treasury Department, is the world’s foremost authority on 
the narcotics traffic.

at home and all the hidden international ramifications of 
the dreadful trade. Anslinger named Fang Jung Ho as China’s 
Chief of Special Trade. He is the cabinet officer in charge 
of dope operations the world around. 

“Experts estimate that more than five million acres of 
land in starving China are now devoted exclusively to in- 
tensive cultivation of opium poppies. Everyone connected 
with the communist dope traffic is charged with the daily 
responsibility and duty of recruiting new addicts to ‘chase 
the dragon,’ as the habit is described throughout the Orient. 

““Anslinger documented the case of a young Japanese seaman, 
Saito, who signed on one of the ships in the Chinese dope 
fleet from Yokohama. During his first voyage Saito, who was 
not an addict, was tied hand and foot and forcibly given 
heroin injections until he manifested a craving for the 
drug. He soon became a confirmed addict. 

“Youngsters thus forced to ‘chase the dragon’ become ready 
servants of the Chinese dope mobsters, eager for any crimin- 
al assignment or violence which will assure their daily 
narcotic requirements. By this technique, Communist China 
has built up a ready army of fiendish criminals in all the 
principal port cities of the world. 

“The narcotics traffic serves international communism in 
two very practical ways. It provides tremendous dollar and 
sterling exchange pools all around the world; second, the 
traffic is a weapon of sabotage against the free world, for 
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every new addict impairs and undermines in some degree the 

total productive power of the victim nation.
